Tho SouthomCalifornia jissociation has been functioning successfully for several 
years, VH.th a similar body in the llorth, tho State Associa.tion could confine 
itself to matters of policy, and sponsoring a bona fido State Cliampionsliip and 
tho :innual North-South match.
